\ To Hold His W heat 


The question which constitutes thé h Neadine of this article has been asked 
and debated thousands: of times and it still remains a moot question in the 
minds of many people. Commissions have investigated the grain market- 
in® psoblem in practically all the great wheat growing countries of the 
world, and in this connection due consideration has been given to the ef- 
fect on prices of the early marketing of the bulk of the wheat crop immedl- 
ately following harvest The prevailing gpinion in the minds of most peo- 
ple has undoubtedly been that. thoge farmers who, from force of circum- 
stances, were compelled to rush their wheat to market were tht losers 
While the man-who could afford to hold it andewateh the market 
stood to gain 


thereby, 

Practical.and experienced farmers have become not only critical but 
rather resentful of writers in newspapers who essay the task of advising 
them what to do and what not to do. Arm chair farmers, like arm chair 
military strategists, are not. popular, nor do they carry much Weight, and 
possibly rightly so when they attempt to deal with practical farming prob- 
lems. But in the matter of the marketing of wheat, men who never plowed 
a furrow or sowed an acre In their lives, but who have studied the question 
of marketing, the fluctuations of pric es, and the harvest seasons around the 
world, are well qualified to speak in reply to the question at the head of 
this article. They are certainly in just as good a position to express an 
opinion in regard to i€as any practical farmer, and possibly in a much bette? 
position to do so intelligently. 

Of course, no hard and fast rule can be laid down because conditions vary 
from one year to afother and circumstances arise beyond the control of mere 
mortals- which upset any and all calculations and defy previous experience. 
For example, the man who sold wheat immediately following the outbreak 
of war in 1914 was the loser by so doing. It is, therefore, only possible 
to arrive at an intelligent answer to the question whether it pays the farm- 
er to hold his wheat after harvest by taking the average run of prices over 
a period of normal years. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of Minneapolis has recently issued a set of 
most interesting charts, one of which séeks to throw some light on the ques- 
tion. One pair of charts shows the variations in prices on the Chicago and 
Minneapolis markets covering the 45-year period from 1876 to 1920; another 
shows the monthly range of cash wheat prices in Minneapolis during the last 
ten years, while a fourth chart, dealing with the normal pre-war years of 
1903 to 1913 , shows whether a farmer stood tg gain or lose by holding or sell- 
ing his w heat as indicated by the Chicago prices which prevailed from month 
to month throughout this ten-year period. 

Taking the August price.in each year as a basis, the chart in question 
shows the fluctuations in price above or below the August price in the suc- 
ceeding months until August again came round, The chart reveals the 
amazing fact that in only 25 months out of the 120 in this ten-year period 
would it have paid thé farmer to hold his wheat as compared with selling 
at the August price. In other words, in 95 months out of the 120 there was 
a loss by selling wheat at other than the August price. On the average 
every month showed a loss, and these losses vary from about five cents to 
fourteen cents a bushel. It is further pointed out that if September prices, 
instead of August, had been selected as the basis for making the compari- 
son the conclusions would not be changed. 

This highly interesting chart, based as it is on authoritative figures from 
official records, shows that by selling in .September instead of . August 
‘throughout these ten years the farmer would have sustained an average loss 
of 5.1 cents per bushel; selling in October instead of August his average loss 
would have been 7.2 cents per bushle; selling in November the loss would 
have been 12.3 cents; in December 13 cents; in January 13.8; in February 
12.3 cents; in March 13.6 cents; in April 14,1eents; in May 12.7 cents; in 
June 10.7 cents; and in July 9.1 cents. 

In arriving at these figures allowance has, of course, been made for the 
cost of storage, shrinkage in weight, and interest charges, but a farmer 
holding his wheat must pay all these, and he cannot, therefore, merely com- 
pare actf@al market prices at the time of harvest with the price quoted three 
or six months later.

A garden is kept at the post, and 
in addition to the usual hardy 
northern vegetables, cucumbers, 
green corn and other delicate plants 
have been raised, but it is rarely that 
they ripen Usually seven or eight 
head of ponies belonging to the pros- 
pectors are wintered im the district, 
and oats have been grown success- 
fully on the river flats, to feed them. 

There is considerable game in the 
vicinity of the Forks, moose in parti- 
cular forming the principal diet of 
the Indians. Hach Indian kills on an 
average of 4 moose per year, ip ad- 
dition to caribou and other game, In 
the mountains caribou are plentiful 
as well as mountain sheep and goats, 
while bears are to be found in con- 
siderable numbers at certain seasons.

The following changes consequent 
on the Postal Convention adopted 
by the Universal Postal Union Con- 
gress held at Madrid last year, wil] 
come into effect on October 1st 1921. 


Postage on letters to Great Britain 
and all parts of the British Empire | 


outside of Canada will be four cents. 

Postage on letters to foreign coyn- 
tries outside the Empire, the United 
States and Mexico will be ten cents. 

There will be no change on letters 
to the States »nd Mexico, postage 
remaining at three cents. 

The fee for an acknowledgement 
of receipt of a registered article ad- 
dressed: to any place whether with- 
in or outside of Canada will be ten 
cents, instead of five cents as here- 
tofore. ; 

On and after October ist, 1921, 
insurance will take the place of reg- 
istration on parcela posted for de- 
livery in Canada.-
